GARDEN CULTURE. Plant in good pulverized garden soil, which has \ 
been previously well enriched and manured, from October till December — the \\ 
earlier the better— and place the bulbs about six inches apart and six inches 
below the surface. Just before freezing weather sets in cover beds with dry 
material such as leaves, straw, litter or green pine branches, the latter pre- 
ferred, to a depth of four inches. If manure is used for covering use but very 
little, as a quantity might heat the bulbs, which would cause injury. Do not 
uncovertooearlyin spring. In this climate it is usually done at the beginning 
of April. 

Por CULTURE. To have the best success the bulbs for this purpose 
should be planted very early, not later than the end of October. Care should 
be taken to have a composition of soil which consists of two-thirds mixture of | 
leaf mould, manure and soil and one-third sand _ Use a five inch pot for a BS ff 
single bulb or place four bulbs in a six inch, seven bulbs in an eight inch and y 
twelve bulbs inateninch pan. Have top of bulb just above the surface. After 
potting give a thorough watering then place in a cool cellar or closet on a layer 
of coal ashes and coyer entirely with ashes to a depth of three inches. They 
should remain in the dark for at least ten weeks and if succession of bloom is 
desired only a certain number of pots should be taken to the light at one time, 
leaving a week's interval for the next lot. When bringing the pots from the 
dark do not place immediately into sunlight, but gradually. Liquid Sheep 
Manure is an excellent food, when they show the flower spike. For Pot 
Culture, we recommend our Selected Named Varieties. 

CULTURE IN GLASSES. Single varieties are preferable for this pur- 
pose. Place the bulb so that the base is just in contact with the water. Soft 
rain-water is very good and a little charcoal should be added to keep it pure. 
Place the glasses ix a cool, dark closet for ten or twelve days until roots are 
formed and then expose to the air and light as much as possible. Avoid gas- 
light. During cold nights remove them if near a window, as the water should 
never freeze. Change water every two or three days. Jf selection is left to us, 
we shall select varieties that are especially well adapted for this culture.

Whilethebulbs 
will be perfectly cold and in their natural home, they 
will not freeze if sufficient manure is used on sur- 
face. They can be removed from there any day dur- 
ing the winter, 10 to 12 weeks being necessary to root 
them well. Being placed near a sunny window ina 
warm room, the flowers can be produced within 30 
days. : 

For out-door bedding, bulbs should be planted 4 
inches apart and 4 inches deep; alittle sand should 
be placed underneath each bulb where beds are com- 
posed of heavyyloam. Beds should be raised to pre- 
serve the bulbs. Any of the varieties we list are 
equally well adapted for forcing s well as bedding. 
For borders we recommend our mixtures. Cover for 
protection same as Hyacinths.

Forcing Varieties 


For this purpose the bulbs should be potted from August onward ina compost of equal parts turfy loam, leaf 
mould, rotten cow manure and sand. Start in small pots, in which they should remain till started, eight inches or 
more; then they should be transferred to larger pots in which you want them to bloom. Care should be taken while 
transferring from one pot to another not to disturb the roots or loosen any soil around them and setting them deeper 
than in the previous pot. This keeps the soil sweet and healthy and enables the roots forming at the base of stem 
to become feeders, greatly increasing the number and size of the blossoms.
